RECOGNITION OF MERIT BRINGS RESULTS 


In every wait of life throughout this country there is the greatest need 


of opportunity for industrial or technical training. 
The vocational educa- 


tion is the name given to it in many places. 
But by whatever name.it may 


be known, the opportunity for training in I ho trades by which a livelihood 
may bo'seeurcd, is greatly needed by the young people of this republic. 


While it is generally assumed by people on this side of the Atlantic 


that we are ahead of Europe in educational mutters, still a little investi- 
gation brings out the fact that in this mutter of affording youug people a 
chance for advancement, we are far behind the leading countries of Europe. 


Some cities in (his country are establishing industrial schools, but the 


progress innde is so very slow that before the results can be shown, we 
shall have been left behind in the race. 
Tho old apprentice system is 


being abandoned .altogether, .and 
the number of apprentices in any 


trade at the present time is very few indeed. 
Even in tbe big manufac- 


turing establishments it seems Hint there is- altogether loo little attention 
{•iven to the matter of permitting ambitious operatives to advance. 


Noth'ing can be more injurious to the mind.of any man than the task 


of performing the siune operation day in and day out, year after year the 
'greater part, of a lifetime. 
This certainly must be very monotonous, and 


to the average man it must shrivel up his faculties tq, the last 
degree. 


There is no demand for thought or ingenuity. 
The operation is.learned so 


that it can be performed almost with the eyes shut, and thus the employe 
goes on for years with no prospect of advancement, and little or no change 
in the'character o£ his work. 
That must be a most monotonous existence 


for any mini. 
It sometimes drives men to drink, if not to insanity. 
We 


believe that if advancement be held out as a reward for faithful service, 
and close attention to work, men will perform a grenl deal better work, and 
a great deal more work than they would if set nt one operation and given 
no hope of advancement. 


There is in the breast of every man an ambition to better his condition. 


Employers of labor should remember this, and endeavor to reward merit 
wherever it appears. 
In our large, machine shops as in some of the very 


large stores in metropolitan cities, men are kept jit the same work no matter 
how simple it nun- be, mid arc loo often bound to remain there indefinitely 
without anybody ever suggesting to (hem that they might try something bet- 
ter, something (hut would enable (hem to onrn more money, or that would 
be more congenial to their tastes. 


It seems that these factories and department stores lose a great deal 


by ignoring (lie possibilities of improvement and development among their 
employes. 
There should be in each of these establishments a superintend- 


ent to go along the line and find who among the employes shows signs of 
i;i.pacity for hcfter work, who mnnifesls a desire to advance, who is faith- 
ful in every dcia.il, who displays ingenuity, executive ability, or that un- 
flinching honesty and stability (hat can be relied upon at all limes whether 
the employer is absent or present to be ever loyal to his interests. 


It seems that if all deserving operatives in factories and department 


f lores were encouraged by the prospect of advancement, they would do a 
•rrent. deal bettor work and be more anxious to merit, (he good opinion oC 
their employers. 
They would nlso give more attention lo the development 


of their own faculties and more study (o the performance of (heir duties. 
They would endeavor to iivnil themselves of the opportunities for self edu- 
cation available on all sides and by which young men can fit themselves for 
positions far above (hose they now occupy. 
It seems that there is lo 1m

For these lilne clays Mrs. lidtiy's life 


had been slowly ebbing 
away. 
She 


gave no sign to those of her housohol" 
that she felt the end was 
near, and 


they in turn were.ever cheerful In her 
presence.. 


Finally on Friday she was forced to 


give up her daily drive. Although she 
had been up and dressed she was final- 
ly forced to take to her bed from 
which she never arose again. 
Knew End Was Near 


On Thursday last she gave the first 


sign that she believed tho end might 
be near. She called Mrs. Sargent to 
her side, asked for a pencil and paper, 
wrote on the pad. "God isTiiy life," and 
gave It to Mrs. Sargent. These were 
her last written words.

In every walk of life throughout this country there is the greateBt need 


of opportunity for industrial or technical training. 
The vocational educa- 


tion is the name given to it in many places. 
But by whatever name it may 


be known, the opportunity for training in the trades by which a livelihood 
may be secured, is greatly needed by the young people of this republic. 


While it is generally iissumed by people on this side of the Atlantic 


that we are ahead of Europe in educational matters, still a little investi- 
gation brings out the fact that in this matter of affording young people a 
chance for advancement, we are fitr behind the leading countries of Europe.

goes on for years with no prospect o£ advancement, and little or no change 
in the character of his work. 
That must bo a most monotonous existence 


for any man. 
It sometimes drives men to drink, if not to insanity. 
We 


believe that if advancement be held out as a reward for faithful service, 
and close attention to work, men will perform a great deal better work, and 
a great deal more work than they would if set at one operation and given 
no hope of advancement. 


There is in the. breast of every mnn an ambition to better his condition. 


Employers of labor should remember this, and endeavor 
to reward 
merit 


wherever it appears. 
In our large machine shops as in some of the very 


large stores in metropolitan cities, men are kept at the same work no matter 
how simple it may be, and are too often bound to remain there indefinitely 
without anybody ever suggesting to them thnt they might try something bet- 
ter, something that would onnble them to earn more money, or that would 
be more congenial to their tastes. 


It seems that these factories and department stores lose a great deal 


by ignoring the possibilities of improvement and development among their 
employes. 
There should be in each of these establishments a superintend- 


ent, to go along the line and find who among the employes shows signs of i 
capacity for better work, who manifests n desire to advance, who is faith- 
ful in every detail, who displays ingenuity, executive ability, or that un- 
flinching honesty and stability that can be relied upon at all times whether 
the employer is absent or present to be ever loyal to his interests. 


It seems that if all deserving operatives in factories and department 


stores were encouraged by the prospect of advancement, they would do a 
great deal better work and be more anxious to merit the good opinion of 
their employers. 
They would also give more attention to the development 


of their own faculties nnd more study to the performance of their duties. 
They would endeavor to avail themselves of the opportunities for self edu- 
cation available on all sides and by which young men can (It themselves for 
positions fur above thoso they now occupy. 
Tt seems that there is to be 


found in the employes of any factory a great undeveloped force that op- 
portunity or encouragement wouM bring out and which vtiuil-.l provj fully 
us beneficial to the factory as to the men employed. 


Let it be remembered thnt if a man has no incentive to advance and 


mnkcs no effort to improve ho has stnrted to deteriorate. 
That is the in- 


evitable result of Hint carelessness as (o the development of our faculties ov 
our physical powers. 
This is a matter which everyone should tnkn homo 


to himself, nsking himself the question: 
Am 1 improving 
ov trying to 


improve? 
If not it is certain that he is going hnnkwnrd and" thnt before 


he realizes (he change, ho'will reach n stage for below his former stand- 
ard of ability ov eapnaity. 
It in well, therefore, always to hove some in- 


centive to self improvement, (o the development of the fnculficH nnd tho 
physical powers, so as to excel in our spoeinl calling or nt Innat somo par- 
ticular branch of it, for it, is not to bo expected thnt a rann will nltaiix the 
highest excellence in more than a few things,

Secretary's Estimates Show Sav- 


ing of 5 Million—Recommends 
the Giving Up of Several Naval 
Stations — Severely 
Criticized 


Mare Island Navy Yard 


WASHINGTON, Doc. 5.—The esti- 


mates of Secretary or the Navy Meyer 
for 'the flscal year 1911, which show a 
saving of $5,000,000 as compared with 
ifte appropriations for the navy depart- 
ment for the current year, provide for 
fin expenditure of $8,135,827 for public 
works at the navy yards and stations. 
These arc for items regarded as abso- 
lutely essential and arc based on a 
personal Inspection by Secretary Meyer 
r.f the.navy yards and stations which 
he made on his recent tour. 
The original recommendations to the 


secretary for these works reached the 
sum'of'$28,621,530 but in the interest 
of economy Mr. Meyer v/as able to 
make a substantial reduction, holding 
the flxurLj to matters entirely within 
the range of Importance or necessity.

The secretary says that to construe!

As the first year's appropriation for 
the new vessels "Which the secretary 
recommends, he names $6,090,000 as the 
necessary figure for construction am 
machinery, and $6.750,428 for armor and 
nrmament, which is $3,494,194 less than 
the amount appropriated for the new 
building program this year.

dition the secretary recommends $10,- 
4i."i,6ID for the continuation of work on 
vessels now tinder construction, which 
Is $6,982,105 less than the amount ap- 
propriated for a similar purpose tills 
year.

The total amount which will be sub- 
mitted to consress for the navy de- 
partment. under the naval, legislative 
and sundry clv'i bills for next year, 
will be $127,067,329, as compared with

Too Many Stations 


Secretary Meyer recommended giv- 
ing up and disposing of the naval sta- 
tions at New Orleans. Peusacola, San 
Juan, Port Royal, New London, Sack- 
ctts Harbor., Culebra and Cavite. He 
finds that the average yearly cost of 
maintaining these stations for the past 
live years has been $1,672,675, while 
very 'little useful work has been per- 
formed therein. 
Tho Etcretary discusses the 
strong 


jioints and shortcomings of the various 
yards at length and incidentally he 


points out that the United States has 
twice as many navy yards as Great 
Britain with a navy at least double tho 
size o£ ours. Touching the New Or- 
leans yard, it is said that its position 
100 miles up the Mississippi river is 
such that in time of war no large ves- 
sels should be sent there on account of 
the danger of the passes being blocked. 
The Pensacola navy yard Is condemned 
as impossible of fortification and as 
strategically unnecessary. The secre- 
tary thinks that the gulf and South 
Atlantic coasts can best be defended 
by an effective naval station at Guan- 
ta'nara'), Cuba, where the 
emergency 


docking and repair facilities should be 
provided at an expense of about $300,- 
000 or $400,000. This would involve 
the transfer to Guantanamo of tho 
New Ortcans floating dock- and ma- 
chine tools from the .Algiers yard and 
from Pensacola. Key West alone of 
the guH naval stations should be 
maintained; not as a first class station 
but for the supply and quick repair of 
small gvm boats and torpedo craft op- 
erating in. the Caribbean sea. The sec-

shack-at Stony brook, where'for many 
years he had lived the life of. a hermit, 
gaining a meagre livelihood by work- 
ing on farms in "Waltham and Weston, 
Edward Keough, aged 77, was found 
dead late last night, haying been suf- 
focated by a fire that probably started 
from -ais own pipe when' he dozed off 
into a nap. 
He had evidently been dead only a 
short lime when firemen broke Into the 
shack at 10.30 In response.to an alarm 
from box 20 that had been sent in by a 
younj man who declined to make pub- 
lic hi« name.

Mr. Keough was found- lying in the 


middle ot the floor. The room was 
fllled with smoke. The aged man was 
only slightly burned about the -chest, 
but tlw bedclothing in his cot was 
smouldering, as was the cushion of his 
armchair. 
On tho floor beside the armchair, lay 
a pipe, with its contents half conl 
sumecl. Indicating that the aged man 
had fallen asleep while smoking, un- 
consciously dropping the pipe and 
starting the fire.

summoned, said that undoubtedly the 
old man was suffocated by the dense 
smoke. 


Mr. Keough, who was a veteran of

She would not give up her dailj 


ride in her carriage and even as late 
as last Thursday insisted on bcfng'tak'- 
en out for a drive, although she war 
extremely weak. 


For *hese nine days Mrs. Eddy's life 


hnd been slowly ebbing 
away. She 


gave no sign to those of her household 
that she felt tho end was near, and 
they in turn were ever cheerful in her 
presence. 


Finally on Friday slie~was forced to 


give up her daily drive. Although she 
had been up and dressed she was final- 
ly ^forced to take to her bed from 
which she never arose again. 
Knew End Was Near 


On Thursday last she gave the first 


sign that she believed the end might 
he near.

Miss Ellen Enright of New 
York, who was to have been married to the William Lewis who is sought 
by (ho police on the very day that he disappeared from sight eight years 
ago, is expected to be present today to identify the body. The man who is 
buried at Hopkins Mills is said to have answered in.every respect to the 
description of the man whom the police of New York associate with the 
death of Callier. The photograph of the fugitive \sent broadcast by the 
New York police has been identified by the acquaintances of the Lewis who 
if buried at Foster as the man whom .they knew. If the men are the same 
it is expected that this faefc will b4 determined to a large extent by the 
front teeth.

In every walk of life throughout this country there is the greatest need 


o£ opportunity for industrial or technical training. 
The vocational educa- 


tion is the name given to it in many places. 
But by whatever name it may 


lie known, the opportunity for training in the trades by which a livelihood 
may be secured, is greatly needed by the young people of this republic. 


While it is generally assumed by people on this side of the Atlantic 


that we are ahead of Europe in educational matters, still a little investi- 
gation brings out the fact that in this matter of affording young people n 
chance for advancement, wo are far behind the leading countries of Europe, j 


Some cities in this country are establishing industrial schools, but the 


progress made is so very slow that before the results can be shown, we 
shall have been left behind in the race. 
Tho old apprentice system is 


Ijeing abandoned altogelher, 
and 
(ho number 
of apprentices in 
any 


frade at the present time is very few indeed. 
Even in the big manufac- 


turing establishments it seems that there is altogether too little 
attention 


given to the matter of permitting ambitious operatives to advance. 


Nothing can be more injurious to the mind of any man than the task 


of performing the same operation day in and day out, year after year the 
greater part of a lifetime. 
This certainly must be very monotonous, and 


to the average man it must shrivel up his faculties to the last 
degree. 


There is no demand for thought or ingenuity. 
The operation is learned so 


that it can be performed almost with the eyes shut, and thus the employe 
goes on for years with no prospect of advancement, and little or no change 
in the character of his work. 
That must be a most monotonous existence 


for any man. 
It sometimes drives men to drink, if not to insanity. 
We 


believe that if advancement be held out as a reward for faithful service, 
and close attention to work, men will perform a great deal belter work, and 
a great deal more work than they would if set at one operation and given 
no hope of advancement. 


There is in the breast of every man an ambition lo better his condition. 


Employers of labor should remember this, and endeavor 
to reward 
merit 


wherever it appears. 
In our large machine shops as in some of the very 


large stores in metropolitan cities, men are kept at the same work no matter 
how simple it may be, and are too often bound to remain there indefinitely 
without anybody ever suggesting to them that they might try something bet- 
ter, something that would enable them to earn more money, or that would 
hn more congenial to their tastes. 


It seems that these factories and department stores lose a great deal 


by ignoring iho possibilities of improvement and development among thoir 
employes. 
There should be in each of these establishments a superintend- 


ent to go along the line and find who among the employes .shows signs of 
capacity for better work, who manifests a desire to advance, who is faith- 


ful in every detail, who displays ingenuity, executive ability, or that un- 
flinching honesty and stability that can be relied upon at all times whether 
the employer is absent or present to be ever loyal to his interests. 


It seems that if all deserving operatives in factories and department 


stores were encouraged by the prospect of advancement, lh«y would do a 


L'renl dcnl better work and be more anxious to merit 1he pood opinion of 
their employers. 
They would also give more attention to the development 


of their own faculties nnd more study to the performance of their duties. 
They would endeavor to avail themselves of the opportunities for self edu- 
cation available on all sides and by which young men cnn fit themselves for 
positions far nbove (hose they now occupy. ' It scorns that there is' to be 
found in the employes of any factory a groat undeveloped force that op- 


|-<-rtunity ov oiicouragcnunl woul'l bring out. nnd which wiml-.l prnvj fully 


iis beneficial to the factory ns to the men employed. 


Lot it be remembered (hat if a man has no incentive to advance nnd 


makes no effort to improve ho hns stnrlcd to deteriorate. 
Thnt is (ho In- 


evitable result of thnt carelessness ns to (ho development of our faculties or 
our physical powers. 
This is a matter which everyone should (nko homo 


to himself, asking himself (he question: Am I improving or 
trying to 


improve? 
If not it is certain thnt he is going backward and thnt before 


ho realizes the change, ho will reach a nlngc fnr below his former stand- 
ard of ability or capacity. 
It is well, therefore, always lo hnvo somo in- 


or-niivo (o ndf. improvement, to tha development of the faculties and the 
physical powers, so ns to excnl in our special calling or nt least nomo par- 
ticular branch of it, for it is not. lo bo expected thnt a mnn will attain the 
highest e.<i:cllcr.c<> in more than a fow things.
